A racial disturbance commenced in York, Pa., 
on July 17, 1969. This was mainly a disturbance between 
a group of Negroes and a group of white individuals. As 
a result of the gang incidents, the police department 
attempted to seal off two areas of town. One of the areas 
was around the 300 block of South Penn Street which is 
predominantly a colored section. The other area was around 
North Newberry Street, north of West Philadelphia Street, 
which is predominantly a white section of town. 

On July 21, 1969, the department received informa- 
tion that a colored woman had been shot on Worth Newberry 
Street at approximately 9:15 p.m. The original information 
received was that she had been shot by a group of white 
individuals who resided in the area.

not making a separate inves tigation of this incide nt:

Pennsylvania State Police in a }oint investigation. He 
stated that no reports are being made by his department, 

E ~l stated there were reports that

vehicle sped off. He understands there were white people 
wounded at this time; however, he has not been able to 
locate any reports of these injuries.

The bull«t which was removed froa her body wm 
taken to the laboratory of th« P8P at Harrisburg, Pa., where 
it was detertfined that it was only a portion of a z%fl« 
Slug from a shotgun and from tha appearance of the slug, 
it was evident that it had riooehatad from anothar object 
into her body. 

The funfira was allejfcdly oausad by a gang of 
whita youth* from tha North Newberry Straat araa who had a 
confrontation with a gang of Negro yotffehs on July 17, 1919. 

At this point in tha investigation, ha has not 
interviewed any of the othar parsons who wara in tha 
vahiola but has concentrated on atteapting to laarn the 
identities of tha individuals who wara in tha whits gang 
firing on tha stalled vehicle.

His investigation has determined that there 
ware no city or state polieoaen in the immediate araa 
where tha vahiola was ahot at and tha closest officers 
were at the intarssotion of North Newberry and Vest Phila- 
delphia Streets. Alio, all PSP on riot duty in York, Pa. , 
at the time were issued and weaving crash -type hfclaets, 
light blue in color* Mast of the policeaen after the first 
day or two of the disturbance, wore bullet proof vests 
as a protection against the sniper fire which they were 
constantly running into.

might have shot her. and unless a witness comes forth and 
volunteers information as to who may have shot her, it 
is going to be nearly impossible to determine just who did 
shoot her. He said that so far no one among the numerous 
people questioned on this matter would admit seeing who 
had fired the shot at Mrs, ALLEN and other individuals with 
her in her car at the time of the shooting. 

He said that he would be happy to advise of any 
new developments in this case as they might come up.
